Soviets Expel 


Another Yank 
For 'Spying' 


MOSCOW (A* — The Soviet 
Union told the U. S. Embassy 
today that an American tourist 
identified only as Robert Christ - 
ner has been expelled from the 
Soviet Union as a spy. 
The embassy said it knew 
nothing about Christner, and 
first heard of him in the note 
delivered from the Soviet For­ 
eign Ministry this morning. 
The note charged he had 
been sent to the Soviet Union 
in July to collect industrial and 
military intelligence. The note 
did not say when the expulsion 
took place. 
Tass, the official Soviet news 
agency, said the Foreign Min­ 
istry had warned the embassy 
against “exploiting tourists for 
intelligence purposes.” 
It was the fifth case of Amer­ 
ican spying charged by the 
Soviets since the downing of 
Francis Gary Powers’ U2 plane 
May 1, and the second expul­ 
sion of an American citizen to 
be announced in as many days.

In the debate last night, Ken­

$1.15. 
“ They w’ere dragged into it," 
Kennedy said. 
But Sen. Barry Goldwater (R- 
Ariz.) said: “ I don't think the 


president was dragged or push­ 
ed into this at all." 
The administration had op­ 
posed an increase in the mini­ 
mum wage last year. Goldwater 
said, because “ it honestly be­ 
lieved it would be inflationary."

Doctors Debate Use 


O f Novocaine By Aged 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD— Rus­ 
sian and U.S. doctors disagreed 
on the merits of using novo- 
caine to slow the aging pro­ 
cess. as proposed by a Ruman­ 
ian woman scientist. 
They discussed the merits of 
Dr. Anna Aslan’s proposal here 
yesterday at a meeting of the 
International Congress of Ger­ 
ontology. 
U.S. critics of the proposal in-! 
eluded Dr. M. M. Dasco, head 
of the rehabilitation division of 
the New York University Medi­ 
cal School; Dr. Joseph T. Free­ 
man of Philadelphia, president­ 
elect of the Geriatric Society; 
and Dr. Nathan W. Shock of 
the Gerontology Branch of the 
National Heart Institute, Beth- 
esda. Md. 
They charged that there 
was as yet no scientific proof 
of novocaine’s value in re­ 
tarding aging, and all agreed 
that it should be subjected to 
rigorous scientific tests. 
ThevTuggested that any ben­ 
efits observed by Dr. Aslan 
might have been of psychologi­ 
cal rather than physiological 
nature. 
Shock described her theory | 
as a “ Pied Piper for the aged 
. . . I’d hate to see hundreds of \ 
older people knocking on doc­ 
tors’ doors and saying ‘give me 
novocaine injections . . 
” 
Dasco and Freeman said it 
came close to “ sheer deceit 
and self delusion’’ and said 
rejuvenation of bodily cells 
should be left to a “ higher 
authority.” 
But two Russian scientists of­ 
fered some support 
for the 
theory. They were Dr. Pavel 
Martchouk, deputy director of 
the Institute of Gerontology 
and Experimental Pathology of 
th° Academy of P h y s i c a l 
Science. Kiev, and Dr. I. F. 
Zhordanitya, director of the In- 
s...u e 01 women’s Physiology 
and Pathology, Tiflis. 
Martchouk said that “ we are 
using the method but we have 
come to evaluate it slightly dif­ 
ferently.’’ 
He 
said 
benefits 
were only temporary and that 
the process was not recom­ 
mended for patients with high 
blood pressure. 
Zhordaniya concurred and 
revealed he was experiment­ 
ing with surgery on ovaries 


in animals to prolong fertility 
and possibly contribute to 
longer life. 
In the experiment, all the 
test anmials were “ very old. 
past the age of fertility, listless 
and tired. After the operation 
they “ became fertile again and 
apparently younger,” Dr. Zhor­ 
daniya said. 
He quickly added that it was 
unknown how the same experi­ 
ments would affect humans; 
whether the effects were per­ 
manent 
or 
temporary; 
and 
whether there were any injuri­ 
ous side effects. 
Dr. 
Martchouk 
was asked 
what Russians have found to be 
the most promising research in 
efforts to prolong human life. 
“ It is both a biological and a 
social problem,” he said. “ We 
need experiments wtih both 
animals and people— we need 
biological indicators of aging, 
like the conditions of tissues, 
and statistics for the human 
p o p u l a t i o n of the whole 
country.”

But Not A Big Beacon 


A sign may be a sign but on 
Sausahto’s Bridgewav it should 
not be a beacon, a blanket of 
light or a billboard. 
After some discussion last 
night, the Sausalito Planning 
Commission u n a n i m o u s l y 
agreed to recommend to the 
city council that a directional 
sign for the new Spinnaker 
Restaurant on the Sandspit be 
ro larger nor higher than the 
Alta Mira Hotel sign at Bridge­ 
way and Princess Street. 
And 
it said it should located at the 
intersection of Anchor Street 
and Bridgewav. 
The Alta Mira directional 
sign is about seven feet long, 
four feet high and 12 feet off 
the ground. 
The commission agreed in 
general 
that 
the 
restaurant 
which sets back 1,000 feet off 
Bridgewav, had need of a direc- 


J tional sign, but there were dif­ 
ferent ideas as to location, size 
and height. 


Jack Woodrcw of Electrical 
Products Corp. of San Francis­ 
co represented William E. Mc­ 
Donnell and J. Eugene Mc- 
Ateer, who are building the 
S a u s a l i t o restaurant to be 
opened soon. 


Woodrow suggested the sign 
be at Anchor and Humboldt 
on Spinnaker property and be 
11 feet 6 inches long, 6 feet, 
9 inches high and supported 
by two poles 10 feet in the 
fir. 
The sign would read, he 
said, “The Spinnaker Restaur­ 
ant.’’ The back ground would 
be subdued, he added, so there 
would not be a blanket of light. 
Chairman Gilbert P. Murphy 
said the size was highly inap­ 
propriate. 
“If it is up on 10- 


foot poles, it is going to be a 
beacon.” 
Commissioner Carl G. Wool- 
ey said “there is a tremendous 
movement all over America 
against billboards.” 
However, 
he said he would like to get 
people to the Spinnaker and 
“get them off the streets.” 
Commissioner Robert E. Mc- 
Caoe said there is alsÔ a grow­ 
ing 
movement 
for 
prestige 
pltces to have r.o signs. “I had 
assumed the Spinnaker is real­ 
ly going to be a high class 
prestige restaurant,” he said 
“and with this kind of pres­ 
tige, 
everyone 
would 
know 
where the Spinnaker is.” 
Commissioner Rod 0. Simp­ 
son said, “ I don’t think every 
business should be entitled to 
directional signs just because 
they’re not on the main beat.” 
Roy Starbird, Sausalito archi­ 
tect, speaking from the audi­ 
ence, said, “I think it is bac 
taste to put up a sign on 
public street to advertise some­ 
thing 400 feet away.” 
The matter will go before 
th? city council Tuesday.

The hearing was called by 
the Golden Gate Authority 
Commission, which was set 
up to investigate the need 
for an area-wide authority 
controlling p o r t s , airports 
and bridges. Its hearing was 
held in the Flood Building 
hearing room of the 
Bay 
Area Rapid Transit District. 


The “leave us alone!” was 
voiced by George P. Anderson, 
Golden Gate Bridge District di­ 
rector from Mendocino County, 
in an exchange touched off by 
Leo H. Strauss. Marin County 
m em ber of the Golden Gate 
Authority Commission. 


Strauss a s k e d why the 
bridge district budgeted $75,- 
000 for depreciation and de­ 


ferred maintenance in 1957* 
58 and then increased the 
amount to $350,000 in each 
of the next two fiscal years. 


James Adam, bridge m ana­ 
ger, said he was not prepared 
to answer the question, but de­ 
clared he wanted it in the rec­ 
ord that the bridge’s accounts 
are kept in strict compliance 
with state law’. 


Strauss then asked, “who 
owns the bridge?” and called 
on Deputy Attv. Gen. Ralph 
W. Scott for an answer. 


Scott cited an attorney gen­ 
eral’s opinion of more than 10 
years ago that the state owns 
the bridge and “the district is 
just an agency of the state.” 
That is still the attorney gen­ 
eral’s opinion, he said. 
Anderson promptly arose to 
differ.

Dog Explodes House 


DEVINE, Tex. (UPI)— Mrs. Rob­ 
bie Hardeastle had a house, but 
it's a $10 000 pile of rubble to­ 
day because a dog crawled un­ 
der it.

alarm ed because the m ixture 
they sprayed under the house 
to get the dog out exploded. 
The same mixture blew up an­ 
other house last year. 
Mrs. Hardeastle, a widow who 
lives with her m other and 16- 
year-old son and ran a flower 
shop in the front of her home, 
tried and tried yesterday to get 
the dog to come out. 
Finally, she gave up and call­ 
ed the city. 
W ater superintendent Kurt 
Sollock and three other men 
came to 
help. They started 
pum ping a spray of insecticide 
and 
Diesel 
oil 
beneath 
the 
house, 
thinking 
the 
fumes 
would drive the dog out. 
Suddenly, the house blew up 
and scattered debris for over 
200 feet. Sollock was blown out 
into the street. Mrs. Hardeastle 
was knocked to her knees, and 
one of the m en had his pants 
blown off. None of the men 
was seriously injured. 
The house was described as 


a “total loss.” The dog survived, 
but was howling for help in the 
middle of the worst destruction 
and couldn’t be rescued. 


“We had to shoot him,” said 
Don LawTence, a m em ber of 
the Devine volunteer fire de­ 
partm ent. “The walls of the 
room he was under were tot­ 
tering and threatening to fall, 
and there was such a pile of 
debris that we couldn’t get to 
him. We just put him out of 
his misery. The dog didn’t be­ 
long to anybody . . . ju st a 
stray.” 


Lawrrence said the main thing 
the fire departm ent is worried 
about is the spray. 
“The city uses it to spray the 
streets to keep down mosqui­ 
toes, and bugs,” Lawrence said.

CAN CATCH 
“ Certainly there’ll be a cur­ 
tailment of the program for a 
while, but it won’t seriously 
hamper things.

“ When the kids move in un­ 
der all these handicaps, every 


time we get an extra light or 
piece of tile installed, they'll be 
grateful,” he laughs. 
Wilson ticked off these ac­ 
complishments so far: 
The school is pretty well set 
for instructional m a t e r i a l s . 
Some books hav^ been obtained 
from San Rafael High, since its I 
enrollment will decrease this 
year. Supplies and equipment 
should be ready for the open- 
ing. 
Programs 
have 
b e e n 
ar­ 
ranged for all students, and 
teachers scheduled. 
A staff of 22 teachers has 
been hired, about half from 
within the San Rafael districts, 
and half from outside. 


Plans are being made for a 
night meeting the week before 
! school opens for all parents and ; 
students to brief them on plans 
for 
opening, 
problems 
and 
other matters. 


A teachers’ handbook is com­ 
pleted and athletic and student 
handbooks are being prepared. 
Perhaps most important, the; 
youngsters have a “good feel-! 
ing” about this new* school, says 
Wilson. 


Because they have been in­ 
volved in some planning for it 
and have been kept up to date 
on what has been going on. 
through newrsleiters. they “feel 
they have a stake in it. They’re | 


part of the school already,” he ! 
says. 
Nestled in a valley at the end 
of Nova Albion 
Way, Terra 
Linda High, its first year, will 
serve about 175 freshmen and 
175 sophomores. 
“ Let's take the grand tour " 
smiles Wilson, and he leads the 
w’ay through the dusrt. 
First, there’s the administra­ 
tion wing, a s o a c i o u s area| 
where all the business of the 
| school will be conducted: at­ 
tendance, 
discipline, 
counsel­ 
ing, records. It has a confer­ 
ence room, offices for the ad­ 
ministration. ar.d a room that 
will serve as temporary library. 
At either end there'll be a 


counter, one where visitors will 
‘ be greeted, and one w'here stu­ 
dents will be served. 


Nearby there's a show case. 
The school has two more cases, 
too, in other areas, waiting for 
trophies. “We anticipate great 
j things,” says the principal, with 
a grin. 


In the academic wing are the 
ground-floor classrooms, wait­ 
ing for plasterers and glaziers 
to finish them On the second 
floor, Wilson points out, are a 
physics room, chemistry room, 
and between them a projects

Visit To Fair Will Restore 
Your Optimism About Youth 


The twenty-first annual edition of the 
Marin-Sonoma District agricultural fair 
opened today at Petaluma. 
The principal Marin participation con­ 
sists of half-a-hundred or so members of 
4-H clubs and the Future Farmers of 
America, mostly from North and West 
Marin. Most of these young people ex­ 
hibit livestock projects at the fair, al­ 
though some of the girls have sewing 
and cooking achievements on display. 
And there are a few vegetable and oth­ 
er crop entries, along with agricultural 
mechanics. 
Marin’s status 
as 
an 
agricultural 
county has declined steadily over the 
past decade or two as residential devel­ 
opments have spread over agricultural 
land, taking it out of production. 


But the number of young people who 
participate actively in 4-H club work has 
held up well and in some areas of Ma­ 
rin shown an increase. Statewide there 
has been a trend toward increased inter­ 
est in agriculture among youth of subur­ 
ban aroas while 4-H participation has di­ 
minished somewhat in many strictly 
agricultural areas. 


Our guess is that the interest of many 
suburban youths in 4-H club work is 
avocational instead of vocational. And 
that's just fine. It's probably the closest 


that a present day suburban youngster 
can get to farm life; and farm life so far 
as we know' never hurt any kid. You 
don't 
hear 
of 
juvenile 
delinquency 
among farm youngsters; they have other 
interests thai keep them too busy to get 
into trouble. 
Vocational, or avocational. we say 
more power to 4-H and Future Farmer 
endeavors. And especially to the Marin- 
Sonoma District fair which affords these 
young people recognition for their fine, 
constructive activities. 
A trip to the fair is a good antidote 
for the effects of having read too many 
reports of juvenile mis-deeds. A visit to 
the fair will restore youx_o p t i m i s m 
about the future of American youth and 
the future of America when t o d a y s 
youth reach maturity and take over. 
Further, a visit to the fair is the way 
you can say “well done” to the young 
people and to their many adult advisors. 
The fair has a carnival-type area, of 
course, and it offers vaudeville-type en­ 
tertainment shows. Unfortunately, those 
are the aspects stressed in pre-fair pub­ 
licity handouts at the expense of more 
important activities. But they seem to 
draw crowds. 
The rodeo, Saturday night and Sun­ 
day afternoon, ought to be worthwhile. 
See you at the fair.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — If 
the attitude of the Republican 
state convention on the sub­ 
ject of state reapportionment 
can be taken as any criterion, 
then the battle at the polls 
November 8 is going to be one 
that engenders much bitter­ 
ness between north and south. 
The convention broke up, 
more or less in disorder, when 
a parliamentary maneuver by 
a s o u t h e r n assemblyman, 
Charles W. Chapel, caused an 
adjournment before the group 
of Republicans had an oppor­ 
tunity to vote on many im­ 
portant resolutions, including 
one on the subject of water. 


STATE SENATOR John F. 
McCarthy, Marin County, of­ 
fered a resolution advocating 
opposition by the Republicans 
to the proposal on the No­ 
vember ballot which would 
reapportiton the state senate, 
giving 
Southern 
California 
control of that body. 
Chapel, who is from Ingle­ 
wood, first called for a quor­ 
um roll-call, and following a 
motion to table the resolution, 
demanded a roll-call. At this 
point, another member moved 
for adjournment. The conven­ 
tio n adjourned with no ac­ 
tion. 
The adjournment shut out 
consideration of a resolution 
asking for a harmonious solu­ 
tion to the state’s water prob­ 
lems, a request for repeal of 
income tax increases advocat­ 
ed by Governor Edmund G. 
Brown and passed by the 1959 
legislature, and endorsement 
of Proposition 2, which would 
extend terms of assemblymen 
to four years. 
While these may not be too 
important, the action never­ 
theless shows the high feeling 
over the 
south's 
move 
to 
change the organization of the 
California 
legislature, 
and 
transfer all of the power in 
that body to the area south 
of Tehachapi. 


THE KEY-NOTE of the Re­ 
publican convention was unity 
in the party, and a prodigious 
effort to once again gain con­ 
trol of state politics, despite 
the tremendous voter odds 
against the GOP. 
But the key-note turned 
somewhat sour as the conven­ 
tion let itself become era- 


where they may become in­ 
volved in serious trouble.

A warning was issued early 
in July for one system, the 
Point Reyes Station Water 
Co., because its chlorination 
equipment was not function­ 
ing at the time.

WASHINGTON (.4”) — Con­ 
gress’ renewed session—which 
turned into a political Donny- 
brook right from its start— 
will be the toughest test of 
Sen. Lyndon Johnson's lead­ 
ership. 
The tall Texan, often called 
the most able Senate leader 
in the 20th century because of 
his ability in getting w’arring 
factions to work together to 
get things done, has his hands 
full this time. 
Johnson, for the first time, 
is playing a dual role. He is 
not only captain of the Demo­ 
crat-run Senate but is the 
Democrats’ 
vice-presidential 
candidate. 
He and his running mate, 
Sen. John F. Kennedy, the 
Democrats’ presidential nomi­ 
nee, came back to work w’ith 
some ideas on what they hop­ 
ed to get done before their 
election campaign gets under 
way in September. 


Then 
Monday 
President 
Eisenhower handed a long list 
of things he wanted done. It 
would be impossible, if Con­ 
gress followed its usual pace, 
to get all of them through in 
three w’eeks. 
Eisenhow’er was aware of 
this w’hen he said “,I urge that 
we stay on the job until it is 
done, certainly we cannot ad­ 
journ the public interest.” 


But for one very obvious 
reason Congress isn't likely 
to stay at work very far in­ 
to September. All H o u s e 
seats and one-third of the 
Senate seats are at stake in 
November and the mem­ 
bers want to get back home 
to campaign. 


But if the Democrats, led by 
Johnson, ignore much of what 
Eisenhower wants, the Repub­ 
licans will have a campaign 
argument that the democrats 
w ere big on promises, short on 
performance. 
Kennedy quickly indicated, 
but in very oblique language, 
that Eisenhower’s basketful of

a political 
move. 
The Massachusetts senator 
said: “A presidential message

World's Best' Diode Engineers 


Walk Through Portals Of Marin 


‘‘The best collection of diode 
engineers in th* world is now 
gathered in Marin County ” an­ 
nounced .lack R. Yelverton of 
the 
Fairchild 
Semiconductor 
Corp. to a group of Marin Coun­ 
ty Real Estate Board members 
Tuesday morning. 
Yelverton. credited with first 
suggesting Mann as the proper 
location 
for 
the 
electronic 
firm's diode pl. nt, spoke of the 
company's prospects for the fu 
ture and their influence on the 
county's growth. 
‘If I hadn't suggested Marin 
someone else would have.” he 
explained. ‘ Every consideration 
pointed to it as the most suit­ 
able place for us to locate ” 
Yelverton lifted the follow­ 
ing reasons for the selection: 
The firm wanted a desirable 
residential area—a place that 
would attract engineers and 
their families. 
Access to sources of supply 
was important. In this respect 
Marin Countv is regarded as 


more favorable than the com­ 
pany's Mountain View transis 
tor plant. 
An available labor supply 
was required. Marin County 
had no large competitive in­ 
dustry. 
‘‘We also needed a place fair­ 
ly close to research centers,” 
he said. 
The firm now employs about 
180 persons in Marin County, 
a figure which will probably 
jump to 200 by the end of the 
month. By the time the com­ 
pany opens ns 101 Highway 
plant in November it should be 
around 250. At its optimum. 
Yelverton predicted a payroll 
of 800 to 1,600 persons. This 
will bring many other newr peo- 
| pie to the county in supporting 
groups. 
He described the 12-year old 
|semiconductor industry as the 
‘fastest growing big business in 
the country, but one with such 
a “ rough and tumble” operation 
that its products become obso­ 


lete faster than any others, due 
to continued research, improve­ 
ments and the discovery of new 
uses for the tiny electronic mar 
vel. 
There are approximately 100 
manufacturing f i r m s in the 
United States engaged in pro­ 
ducing semiconductors, he said, 
but “shakedowns” and mergers 
will very likely cut down their 
numbers. 
Skilled personnel is at a pre 
mium and the Fairchild plant 
in Marin has been obliged to 
recruit engineers from as far 
away as London, take some 
from its Mountain View plant 
and draw from recent college 
graduates for others.

Here's a "What’s in a name" 
situation made to order for the 
famed operettists— The Congo 
Republic separated from the 
Congo Republic by the Congo 
River. 


On Nov 28. 1958, the former 
French Congo became an au­ 
tonomous republic within the 
French community. It prompt­ 
ly named itself "The Congo Re­ 
public.” 


Then 
on 
June 
27. 
1960. 
prime-minister-to-be P a t r i c e 
Lumumba formally named the 
Belgian Congo, which became 
independent three days lat^r. 
The name 
he 
picked: "The 
Congo Republic.’’ 


This infuriated Abbe Youlou. 
leader of the (French» Congo 
Republic, who called a special 
meeting of his assembly and 
fired off cables of protest to 
the (Belgian» Congo Republic 
Lumumba replied that the 
Belgian) Congo Republic had 
first call on the name, since the 
(French) Congo Republic was 
still only "autonomous," not in­ 
dependent. 
There matters stand. 
But 
on Monday, the (French) Congo 
Republic becomes independent, 
too. 
It shows no inclination to 
change its name. 


There are other points of 
similarity besides the name in 
the two Congo republics. Both 
speak French. Congolese tribes
